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Tub farmers are getting in their 
work new. Petitions are going to the 
commons signed by thousands and 
thousands protesting against the duty 
on agricultural implements, etc. Mr. 
Dalton McCarthy will lead the farmers’ 
revolt 


The Hamilton Spectator is of opin¬ 
ion that it does not make much differ¬ 
ence what the duty on binder twine is 
inasmuch as the manufacture of it by 
a farmer’s company and by prison 
labor was certain to secure competition 
and low prices anyway. Thus at one 
fail swoop the chief boon of Foster’s 
budget is knocked into smithereens. 
What a shame that the farmers have 
no cause to be grateful to Mr. Foster’s 
alleged tariff concessions. 

There is likely to be a bye election 
for the House of Commons in Ottawa 
city very soon. Mr. C. H. Mackintosh, 
M.P., is to bo the new lieutenant 
governor of the Northwest Territories, 
notwithstanding the protestations of 
some of the parliamentary representa¬ 
tives from that section of tlio Domin¬ 
ion ; and Mr. Mackintosh, “with, all 
his imperfections thick upon him,” 
will be a decided improvement upon 
Mr. Joseph Royal. 


There is a Pittsburgh widower who 
must want a guardian bad enough to 
hire one. He carried on a loving cor¬ 
respondence through a matrimonial 
paper and lavished the most intense 
avowals of affection upon the unknown 
victim of his tender passion. When 
it came to the “round up” he found 
himself engaged to his own daughter, 
and the disappointment in that house¬ 
hold was so dense that the festive old 
gentleman kicked himself two blocks 
up hill and the daughter cried straight 
through till breakfast time. 


Additional evidences of the con¬ 
ditions of chaos and panic created in 
the Tory ranks by the agitation for 
tariff reduction is afforded by the cir¬ 
cular just issued to Canadian manu¬ 
facturers by Mr. David Creighton, 
general manager of the Toronto Empire. 
Mr. Creighton was in Ottawa a few 
days ago consulting with his leaders, 
and the circular is no doubt the result 
of that consultation. The manufac¬ 
turers are reminded that the Empire 
has been fighting the cautee of high 
tariff and monopoly. This is no doubt 
intended as a hint to them to come 
down handsomely to sustain it in the 
fight against reduced taxation. 


There is a good deal of talk about 
the rapidly diminishing timber s^j.ly 
of the United States, but it seems that 
the quantity yet left precludes the 
possibility of its becoming exhausted 
for a long time yet to come. In Wash¬ 
ington territory alone there are over 
four hundred billion feet of standing 
timber, and in the other states west of 
the Rockies four hundred and forty 
billion feet. This is sufficient to belt 
the earth three times around wit! u. 
girdle of dense forest a mile wide. In 
addition there is a supply of three hun¬ 
dred and fifty billion feet in the south¬ 
ern and eastern states, and seventy 
billion feet in Alaska. Canada’s sup¬ 
ply is enormous. In British Columbia 
alone there are one trillion, four hun¬ 
dred billion feet of standing lumber. 
In addition to this there are enormous 
quantities in some parts of the North¬ 
west and Northeast territories, the 
northern part of Ontario, Quebec and 
New Brunswick. It will be a very 
long time before all this supply will 
be exhausted.

On the item of $2,652 for the census, 
Sir Richard Cartwright objected to the 
government keeping as a state secret 
the details of the industrial establish¬ 
ments mentioned in the census. Such 
action threw very grave doubt upon 
the accuracy of the whole census. He 
could conceive of no possible grounds 
tor withholding the information. The 
finance minister repeated his explana¬ 
tion of the other day, that the census 
was taken upon the understanding 
that secrecy should be observed. Sir 
Richard retorted that no harm could 
possibly result from the publication of 
the names of owners of industrial es¬ 
tablishments, ns nobody asked for the 
amount of capital invested, or other 
details. A more flimsy excuse was 
never offered by any government. Mr. 
Foster replied that the government 
could not break faith with the people, 
who had given the information upon 
the understanding that it should be 
confidential. Mr. Laurier joined heart¬ 
ily in the demand for information. 
They had supposed that the instruc¬ 
tions to the enumerators had been 
based upon common sense, and the 
common sense idea was that the names 
of the manufacturers should be pub- 
1 ished. The average manufacturer was 
only too glad [ 0 r publicity. Mr. Lis¬ 
ter gave a sample of the manner in 
which the census had been padded. It 
gave the town of Sarnia as having 117 
industrial establishments. He had 
lived there for 50 years, and he only 
knew of 15 places that could be by any 
possibility put down as “industrial es¬ 
tablishments.” Mr. Davies character¬ 
ized the figures respecting Prince Ed¬ 
ward Island as ridiculous and absurd. 
After a discussion of an hour and a 
half Sir John Thompson came to Mr. 
Foster’s rescue, promised consideration 
and enquiry, and that if it were pos¬ 
sible to give the names without breach 
of faith they would be given. Half an 
hour more was spent in forcing the 
government to allow the item to stand 
over for further consideration, end 
finally Mr. Laurier, by admirable gen 
eralship, compelled the ministers to 
yield, Public works estimates were 
discussed for the balance of the even¬ 
ing. 



The bye-election to the Ontario 
legislature, held in Toronto on Tuesday 
last, resulted in the return of Dr. G 
S. Ryerson by a plurality of 591 over 
Dr. W. W. Ogden, the Reform candi 
date, Mr. Thompson, the third candi¬ 
date, securing 636 votes.

The interest in the debate 
which has dragged along for a couple 
of weeks with occasional bursts of 
good oratory was to-night electrified 
by the speeches of the eloquent leader 
of the opposition and the finance min¬ 
ister. The debate and the division are 
regarded as the most important in 
their effect upon the country of any 
since 1878, and that the consequences 
of the contest were appreciated by the 
leaders was apparent from their 
speeches.

The discussion upon the Atlantic 
mail service was started by Mr. Kenny 
who complained that the last mail 
steamer had taken days, 20 hours 
and 50 minutes to reach Halifax from 
Liverpool, and who urged tho import¬ 
ance of a faster service. The premier 
replied that this delay would be in¬ 
quired into, and that tho views ex¬ 
pressed aH to the desirability of a fast 
Atlantic service were fully shared by 
the government. Hon. Mr. Laurier re¬ 
called the fact that live or six years 
had elapsed since the government had 
announced, with % great flourish of 
trumpets, that a fast’ Atlp/ltic service 
would be established, but this, li’. e 
Other predictions, had been lalsili&d.' 
Thaw .ensued a general scramble, in 
which to advocate the claims of differ¬ 
ent port*. Mr. Kenny declared that, 
Halifax was the only proper port for 
the terminus of such a line, in which 
lie was supported by Messrs. Welsh 
and Flint. Mr. Hazen urged the 
claims of St. John ; Mr. Forbes those 
of Louiqburgh, and Mr. Gilinour those 
of St. Andrew. 

Mr. McNeill was, as usual, looking 
after the interest* of the empire (Bri¬ 
tish;, and recalled the imperial asj>ects 
of the service, using Mr. Van Horne’s 
speech at Toronto as proof of the ne¬ 
cessity of a fast Atlantic line. This 
provoked an admirable reply from 
Hon. Mr. Mills, who said that he was 
unable to learn what the country 
would gain by the adoption of the 
proposal. It might be advantageous 
to some parties who were interested in 
carrying tiio traffic of the United King¬ 
dom to China and Japan over this con¬ 
tinent, but the Canadian people had no 
special interest in the matter. He 
could not see what the Canadian peo- 
nlo would irain bv subsidizing a line of

Britain i»y the Brown negotiations of 1874. 

In conclusion bo reviewed the statements 
of policy made by various loaders of tho Op¬ 
position, such as Mills, Cartwright, Gharl- 
tan, Biitoraou, Terte and others to show 
how little they ugreud us to what tholr 
policy was. Tho only thing they seemed to 
ho ngreed on wan tho destruction of pro¬ 
tection. 

In a very brilliant peroration ho said that 
lie was perfectly content to leave tho ques¬ 
tion of free trade or prot*€tion to tin* people, 
being perfectly confident of tho n milt. 

Tho del*ato was continued by Mills, Met¬ 
calfe, Edwards and Davin until - 23. when 
tlm members wore called in and divided on 
S4r Richard Cartwright's amendment,which 
was defeated:

GLADSTONE HAS NO LIKING FOR 
BI-METALLISM- 


He Say* the United Ntntes Took the In¬ 
itiative and Mast Offer a Tangible 
Scheme Hefore lie ff(»ald Adopt a 
Double Standard of Currency. 

London, ilareh 1.—Sir Henry Meysev- 
Thenipson, Liberal-Unionist member for 
North llandgwo- th, Staffordshire, moved in 
ih«> House of Commons yesterday that the 
Briti-h Government should use fig influe ce 
to bring about a reassembling of the Int r- 
nntionai ♦‘Monetary Conference with the 
ohj-ct of finding a remedy for evils attend¬ 
ant upon the divergence of values between 
gold a id silver. 

Sir ll.*nry urgu d that mono-metalH«m 
«a* a tuitionsl misfortune and that a fired 
tn-uu tallir ratio was the gole remedy for ex¬ 
isting difficulties growing out of the cur¬ 
rency question. 

Mr. Samuel Montague, Liberal member 
for AY hi ter h ape 1 and well-known as a 
member of the bonking house of 
Samuel Montague & Company, earnestly 
supported Sir Henry’s motion and argued in 
f Ivor of bi-me'alligtri. 

Other bimetallists also addressed the 
House in behalf of the proposition. 

Mr. Gladstone, in reply, reminded the 
House that tti International monetary Con¬ 
ference m«*t ut the fuitiattve of the United 
States, und it would be uii unprecedented 
ii-oceediiig now to deprive America of the 
nitiative, England had followed the Brus¬ 
sels discussion with more or lew sympathy, 
mid had a right to expect froir. the United 
Stntos a decimation as to what step 
that country proposed to take next. In 
the opinion of the Government no plan yet 
prop sod showu I how it was possible to 
cinnge the staudard of value of Great 
Britain. [Hear, hear.] It would place tb# 
Goverum-mt in n ridiculous |-osition if it 
should nhjuino tlie initiative in reopening 
the conference, baring nothing to recom¬ 
mend for discussion. 

Continuing, Mr. Gladstone said that Engr 
land was not ulone among civilised nations 
in hvr doierinination to adhere to her present 
monetary eystein. *Beven other powers, with¬ 
out the s.ightest reference to England, 
1 1 ml Hignifiod their intention not to change 
thoir currency. Half of lti«^ powers repre¬ 
sented at the coiifei viice had show n that they 
loam-d towards bi-met illisui, but as yet they 
had not given the m- st shadowy indication 
of what change they were prepared to 
make. 

In coticlusior, Mr. Gladstone made an 
elaborate exposition of tbe benefits of mono¬ 
metallism and the dangers of b'.-metaldsm.

He next touched on tho Vendition of tfie , 
farmer, elatniing that the decrens* of vulua ' 
In form pi ojicrty wim duo to the Notiouol i 
Policy. The farmer wan subjected to in¬ 
tolerable taxation and the result was that 
to-day land was a drug in tho market, which ; 
could not bo sold, lie niltnlttoU that the 
condition of the American farmer was 
little, if any, bettor than that of the ('ana- 
dittn former, but laid the blame for both on 
tho policy pf protection udopted by both 1 
countries 

When the Notiouol Policy introduced 
it wn« represented to the funnere that they 
would get better prices on uccomit' of tho 
larger house market, but ho claimed that 
these promises had been a delusion, uud in¬ 
stead of a homo market and liovcrnment 
prices the* had a restricted market at lower 
prices, while tho taxation hud boon increased , 
on every article he used. 

Ho admitted that some new industries had 
heon added by tho National Policy, hut held 
thr j manufacturers generally had not been 
bomdlted an l would hove i •sn in a more 
healthy condition without he National 
Policy. He dealt with the duti- < c n pig iron, 
which were imposed for ti'o I 'Vrppso of de¬ 
veloping the iron trade, but which had 
proved a fuiluro and hud humoured the iron 
trade so that numerous petitions tmd been 
presented for tho repeal of tho duty on pig 
iron. 

Taxation, ho claimed, was an ovil which 
could never produce prosperity. Ho stated 
that the policy of tho Liberal party wus a 
revenue torilf—to take no more from tho 
people than was actually needed for 
purposes of government, lie claimed that 
the American people by tho rosult cf 
the last elections hud dooided for free trade, 
and that ulthough the tariff would continue 
it would be so cnatiged as to make it for 
revenue and not for protection. 

He denounced the Canadian tariff as u 
fraud, and said tiio .'lmister of Finance 
would never reform the tariff, because he 
would never dare to eliminate protection. 
Tho McKinley bill was the last spasmodic 
effort of protection, and tho American 
people had pronounced against it, and it 
would be repealed ut the next session of Con¬ 
gress. 

Turning to tho question of reciprocity, ha 
quoted from a speech of (ioveriior Camp^« 
b'-ll of Ohio, to show that th« Democratic 
party was disp«<s-*d towards reciprocity with 
Canada. 

If wo had a commercial treaty with tins 
United Htatos, restrict’d or mi restricted, the- 
political position of the two peoples must 
remain the sume, and there would he no 
(lunger of annexation. 

He quoted from Mr. Blake’s West Durham 
letter the statement that unrestricted reci¬ 
procity would lead to annexation, and en¬ 
deavored to rhow that Mr. Blase did not 
exactly mean what he said. With regard to 
discrimination against Great Britain, he 
claimed that Great Britain 1m l practically 
admitted that there may be discrintiuatipn 
agaiust her, and quoted from*tbo negotiations 
of Hon. George Brown in l k, 7c in support of 
this contention. In 1SVI Bnginml,coiwontod 
to our discriminating against nations with 
which she had treaty, and in J87-1 she con¬ 
sented to our discriminating against her own 
manufactures, for ulthough the Brown treaty 
was never signed it was commuted to by 
threat Britain. 

Hon. Mr. Foster, iu rising to reply, was 
greeted with hearty applause. H > said it was 
almost necessary to apologize for speaking 
again after a long 1U days’ debate, but it 
wm necessary to answer a few arguments. 
Tho leader of tho Opposition hud been going 
about the country crying fi r free trade, hat 
to-night be hud talked small, and all bi* free 
trnde was confined to ouu country, and for 
the sake of unrestricted reciprocity lie was 
willing to bu;!d i Chinese wall against Oreit* 
Britain and all other countrus. 

Tho cauRo of emugruthm of population 
was either laud hunger or lAbor hunger. The 
former took people to the plains of the west 
and tho latter drew population to the 
centres of iudustry where work cun be hud. 
People went w-.-st because tboy wanted land 
uud they Mreut'sjuth because they uanted 
work. If wo hud more factories there 
would be more work. 

Referring to the census, he said that the 
honoruble gentleman wus willing to quote 
the census as supporting Ibis exodus argu¬ 
ment mid sty it was all ngjit, but when tuo 
manufacturers Were reach*! he double 1 the 
accuracy of the census, lie could not do 
that. The census must stand us u whole, 
us must the Nati'iual I'olicW.

ABOUT ARBITRATION. 

C nprlvi Mays In No rase tVonld Germany 
Give Up Alsace-Lorraine. 

Berlin, March 1.—Tho question ofjtnter- , 
uutionul arbitration came up in tbe Reich- 1 
stag through a question asked by Dr. 
Barth, a leader «f the Freslnnige party, who 
desired to know 7 if the Goreriwnont would 
join the Governments of Great Britain and 
tho United States In an effort to establish 
m bitrution as tho method of sottliug national 
disputes. 

Freiherr Marschall Bieberstein, Minister of 
Foreign Affairs, replied Unit tho Imperial 
Government was entirely willing to accept 
arbitration iu special cases. 

Herr Bobel, the Social Democrat, suggested 
that tho nationality of Alsace-Lorraine 
should ho admitted to international arbitra¬ 
tion. 

This suggestion brought Chancellor von 
Cuprivi to his feet. The Chancellor declared 
tbut if that question was submitted to arbi¬ 
tration nud the arbitrators decided tbut Ger¬ 
many should surrendor Alsace-Lorraine the 
nation would refuse to acquiesce iu the deci¬ 
sion. Rather than give up that country 
Germans would prefer to shed the lust drop 
of thoir blood. 

The Chancellor’s statement was greeted 
with patriotic cheers.

PATRONS OF INDUSTRY. 

The Crashing of the 8nlt Combine And 
the Reduction on Hinder Twine. | 

Toronto, March 1.—The second an- 1 
nuul meeting of tho Patrons of In- ' 
dii.-itry couvened at the Bt. Lawrenro ! 
Hull yesterday afternoon, with Provident | 
C. A. Mallory of Warkworth iu the 
chair. Delegates from all tho couu- 
ty lodges throughout the proviuce, mid 
several from the Provice of Quebec, were ' 
present. The President congratulated the 
society on its growth and said that it had 
nstumed largo proportions. Among other 
things the address said; ‘'The true aims of 
this association are to build, not palaoes, hut 
men; to exalt not titled stations, but general 
humanity; to dignify not idle repose, but 
assiduous industry; to elevate not the few, 
but the many.” Iu the course of tho year 
over 000 subordinate associations have been 
added. It says that tbe Euglish portion of 
Quebec is nearly all organized and that the 
-French portion is being canvassed with that 
view. Reference was mude to the removal 
of tho high duty on binder twine, aud as tiie 
result of the order's petitions. Credit was 
also taken to the order for crushing tho salt 
monopoly. 

Dominion Grangers. 

Toronto, March 1.—The 18th anuual 
session of tbe Dominion Order of 
Gruugers commenced at tbe Albion 
Hotel In this city yesterday. The 
chief business of tbe day was the reading of 
the president’s address.

DROWNED LIKE RATS. 

Terrible Fute of the Inhabitant* of a 
Hungarian Village. 

Vienna, March 1.—A terrible calamity 
has overtaken the village of Oergely, near 
the town of Paka, in Hungary, situated on 
the River Danube, about 60 inilea south of 
, Buda. Owing to a sudden rise of the 
k Danube the 1600 inhabitants of Oergely 
found the mud huts in which they lived 
•urroundej by waste waters. The frail 
dwellings gradually yielded before the 

* furious onrrent which wns continually ris- 
ij ing, and the people took refugu in the 

> church and school, which were constructed 
1 of stronger materials, hoping that these 

buildings would be ablo to hold out against 
the flood. 

The people, led by their pastor, offered 
up earnest prayers for safety and mothers 
i snd children clung to the altar, beseeching 
l; the intercession of ;h*, saints. They saw 
'l their homos disappearing in the raging 
stream, and the swelling waters began to 
beat against the church and school build¬ 
ings with such fury that at last they do¬ 
ll cided that to remain would mean the de¬ 
struction of all of thorn, while if they fled 
i some ot them might t-soape. 

Opening the doors, the; storlod out into 
the flood, which surged nearly to the waists 
of the grown-up people. Fathers and 

* mothers carried their children, and the sick 
j and feeble were helped along by those who 
I were stronger. 

, They fled as fast as they could in the 
direction of Paks. One mother, wjth five 
. children, sank in the waters and perished. 

I Many others, the number of tflhom is at yet 

> unknown, were drowned in the flood, and 

* the survivors reached Paks in a most de- 
' plorable condition. 

, The people of Paks gave tho fugitives all 
the succor pnasiblo although deeply con- 
i cerned for ihoir own sufetv, us the Danube 
is 20 feet above its normal height. Noth¬ 
ing can lie done toward recovering tho 
bodies of Ihot# who hare perished until the 
river retires within its usual channel, and 
' it is believed that many have been swept 
many miles away.

Windsor. March 1.—A very engry man 
was J. W. Brooks of Springfield, Elgin 
County, when he arrived in Windsor yester¬ 
day, He is hunting for bis wife and 
hired man, who were around Windsor all 
day yesterday and crossed on the ferry to 
Detroit last night.

In the building*No, 703 was the family 
of John Kunze, who kept a jewelry store 
on the ground floor. The family consisted 
of the father, mother aUd son Frank, who 
was associated with his father in the store. 
The weight of the wall, which cam (/down 
with the velocity of a shot, demolished the 
little frame structure, and they died hi 
their beds without a sign. Their bodies 
are still in the wreckage. 

The building No. 7<H was occupied on tho 
ground floor by the saloon of John Smith; 
with his family ho occupied the second 
story.T^In this structure, which Treceived 
the weight of the top of the wall, the groat,* 
est loss of life occurred. The family con¬ 
sisted of John Smith and his wifo and their 
children—Dolly, aged 12 years; FiiilTl, aged 
10 years, and Hattie, 4 years; tho servant 
Pauline and the bartender, George. All 
were crushed when the building becamo a 
mass of splinters, brick and mortar. 

The fire which broke out from uu over¬ 
turned stove as soon as the wreck occuired, 
showed through tho ruins in tongues of 
flame and masses of smoke, betraying the 
destruction beneath. After the fire was 
under control the work of rescue began. 
The first person taken out was Frank 
Kunze, tho 21 -year-old son of tho jeweler. 
He was pinned down by a heavy door that 
had fallen across him. Ho w as taken to a 
liquor store near by and cared for. Mrs. 
Smith was the next rescued. She will die. 
Nearly thirty feet from where Kunze was 
found the police heard groans and tho 
debris was rapidly cleared away. In a 
bent position Mrs. Smith was lying beneath 
a section of the wall that was still hold 
together by the mortar. This made it all 
the more difficult to extricate her. and it 
was 15 minutes before she was lifted out. 
She had lapsed into unconsciousness, and 
was carried into the drug store at No. 74J 
South Halstcd-street in a dying condition. 
Her skull was crushed and her right arm 
broken. 

Yerkes’ establishment was burned out 
the morning of Jan. 11, entailing a loss of 
$2K5,000. During tho conflagration the 
three-story brick adjoining, owned by 
Mrs. C. R. Lott, was partly demolish¬ 
ed by the falling of brick, mortar and 
stone from the south wall of the Yerkes 
building.

Rev. H. B. Patton, B.A., has placed on 
our desk a photograph of the mummy of 
Rameses II, the Pharaoh, in the sixth year 
of whose reign Moses was born, the. op¬ 
pressor of Israel and father of the Pl^phoh 
who perished in the Red Sea. Rameses II 
snrnamed the ‘ Great,” was the Sesostris 
of the Greeks. He carried on a great war 
against the Syrian city of Kadesh on the 
Orontes, opposed to him being a powerful 
confederation, embracing Syria, Mesopo¬ 
tamia and parts of Asia Minor. He reigned 
66 years during which time he proved him¬ 
self a great warrior, builder and patron of 
arts and sciences. The discovery of his 
body reads like a romance. When found it 
was not in its original coffin but in one of 
fhe Twentieth Dynasty period. When the 
mummy was unrapped an inscription was 
found explaining that the coffin had been 
accidentally broken, necessitating a new 
one and proving beyond doubt that the 
body was rgtfly that of Rameses II. He 
was succeeded by his thirteenth son, 
Meneptah II, who continued the oppression 
which drsw upon him the plagues and who 
finally perished in the Red Sea. It is 
marvellous to look upon the features, still 
well preserved, of a monarch who flourished 
about 1400 years before the birth of Christ*
